They 
are an actual majority, and they have control of 
at least half of our governmental machinery. They 
can now treat on equal terms,, and not sue for 
peace with the certainty of getting the ultimatum 
of "unconditional surrender." 


If, in addition to this factor, the league should 


be reorganized in this state on a democratic basis, 
and be franted complete home rule, there would 
no longer be any excuse for the bitterness that 
has marked North Dakota politics for the last 
foujr years. We might differ with each other on 
many issues but all this arraigning of class against 
neighbor wouia end. We would enter on a new era 
cf neighborliness and good feeling here in North 
Dakota.—Fargo Forum.
